St. Paul. April 2G—C irculars call­ 
ing for a May day revolution of the 
w orkers were found by federal agents 
here today. 


They were signed “The Communist 
Party of America.’’ 


Justice departm ent agents and lo­ 
cal police were making every effort 
to block further circulation of the 
pam phets and to trace tile origina­ 
tors of the plot. 


“The May Day of 
revolution 
is 
here,” read the circulars. 


"We must destroy the United States 
governm ent.” 


The circulars urged establishment 
of a “w orkers’ governm ent.” 


Federal agents appealed to the reg­ 
ular arm y officers at F ort Snelling to 
he prepared to aid in case of a dem­ 
onstration in the Twin Cities on May 
Day. 
It was understood troops were 
tieing drilled with the idea that to 
suppress a riot may lie necessary. 


Federal agents declined 
to 
com­ 
ment on the police suggestion that 
circulation of the pam phlets might he 
directly connected with tile Hight of 
Win. “ Dig Bill" Haywood to Russia. 


Tills incident however was taken 
here to mean that plans of com m un­ 
ists throughout the world were being 
brought to a he nil. 


It has been known for some time 
that there were branches of the com­ 
munist organization in the Twin Cit­ 
ies and other spots in the northwest. 
They have been quiet however ainee 
last year here, anil federal agents ad­ 
mitted that finding of the circulars 
came as a surprise. 


Police refused to permit copies of 
the circulars to leave their hands. Re­ 
porters, however, were permitted to 
read them. 
Some of the copies read "May Day 
of revolution 
"May day of revolution is here. 
“ May day when the w orkers of the 
world think of liberty. 
When they 
form their ranks us a challenge to 
the m asters. 
When they come out in 
th‘*ir millions and 
dem onstrate 
the 
solidity of the workers. 
“This year tile American workers 
must 
all 
dem onstrate. 
They have 
good reasons. 
The bosses have chal­ 
lenged workers in the country. They 
have organized to crush workers. In 
their greed they intend to grind out 
more profits from the hones of the 
workers. 
They want to know 
who 
shall he m aster of America. 
“Then let us show them who shall 
he master. 
Let us tell them we will 
change it by evolution. 
That is th* 
only way—-there is no other. 
“ In Europe the workers are ca rry ­ 
ing on their fight. 
With 
guns 
in 
hand they are fighting thela govern 
meets. 
They want to set up a work 
era’ governm ent that shall represent 
only th e workers. 
“ In Italy and Germ any the workers 
face the guns of the governm ents 
ready to die to obtain their freedom 
from the brutal system. 
In England 
F rance and Spain they are preparing 
for the day when the clash with the 
governm ent must come. 
T h e y are learning to use force 
against force—there is no other way. 
“The revolution is spreading across 
the globe. 
“Let us prepare. 
“W e American w orkers 
wfll 
no 
more stand the tyranny of the bosses 
and their government. 
We have had 
enough. 
The United Slates govern­ 
ment stands for the bosses against 
the workers. 
“The lawm aking body of the coun­ 
try is organizing its troops against 
the workers. 
’ T hen we must destroy the United 
States government. 
“We m ust destroy it and put in its 
place a w orkers’ government. 
“We m ust prepare for the revolu­ 
tion—there is no other way. 
‘T h e May day of revolution is here. 
Let us proclaim our solidity for the 
w orkers of the entire world.” 
“L et us prepare for the revolution. 
Signed, United Communist Party of 
America.”

Chicago, April 26 
Retail butchers 
are now dipping their ladle into the 
gravy. 
They are clinging to the bowl with 
vengeance, taking it from those who 
produce livestock and prepare it for 
the m arket. 
With prices of all cattle aud hogs 
down to pre war level, the retail m a r­ 
ket still holds up and there is little 
prospect of the public getting any 
great benefit from the slump In live­ 
stock prices, according to retail deal­ 
ers interviewed by the l ulled Press 
t inlay. 
While prices of choice beef steers 
dropped to Hie lowest point in the 
last decade, there has been an ad ­ 
vance of from one to two cents in the 
last two weeks for the hest grades of 
beef. 
The advance in beef quotations was 
explained by butchers who said there 
had been a strong demand duo to 
scarcity. 
Puckers had been killing 
no more than necessary and had lit­ 
tle in storage, Iso as soon as the de­ 
mand was felt It hail an immediate ef­ 
fect nil retail and wholesale prices of 
meat, hut not on livestock. 
Market quotations of livestock is 
far below pre-w ar level, so the re ­ 
sponsibility of keeping up the retail 
prices cannot lie placed on the pro ­ 
ducer.

The world is 
now nearer disarm am ent negotiations 
than it 
has ever been, it was be­ 
lieved today in circles close to P res­ 
ident 
Harding. 
This was based on 
the information of the adm inistration 
leaders that President Harding plans 
to propose an international disarm a­ 
ment conference within a few months. 
Their opinion was that the presi­ 
dent's proposal will he eagerly a c ­ 
cepted by the other great powers and 
that cessation of competition naval 
construction between Great Britain, 
Japan and the United States will fol­ 
low. 
Although the belief in congress was 
stronger today than It bus ever been 
that disarm am ent discussions are in 
sight, the government naval appropri­ 
ation hill wits unchanged. 
Republi­ 
can leaders hacked by some demo­ 
crats maintains that the United Stales 
must bu prepared to he second to 
none in naval strength. 


Disarmament Considered 
Disarmament steps have been u n ­ 
der serious consideration by 
Presi­ 
dent Harding aud his advisors, it was 
learned today following the cabinet 
meeting. 
The authoritative 
statement 
was 
made however that the adm inistra­ 
nt n sees no way to move at this time. 
Not only President Harding hut the 
members of the cabinet are under­ 
stood to he sympathetic toward sug­ 
gestions of calling 
a 
disarm am ent 
conference, hut the latest review of 
the situation by them disclosed con­ 
ditions which they believe rn aka It 
unadvisable to move definitely at this 
time, 
The debate on Hie naval hill In

today's cabinet meeting.

Berlin, April 26 
The payment by 
Germany of 200,000,000.000 gold m arks 
(normally about 
$30,000,000,000) 
for 
reparations is, roughly, the proposal 
submitted by Germany for transm is­ 
sion to tho allies, according to sources 
close to the government. 


The payments will bo spread over 
a period of from 30 to 42 years, or 
less, according to 
Germany’s 
econ­ 
omic recovery. 
Economic 
Pledge* 
Held Offered 
Economic pledges In the 
way 
of 
goods and participation in German in­ 
dustries are offered as guarantees, it 
is stated. 
Tile offer, it is indicated, 
inclines more toward the term s form ­ 
ulated by the allies at the Paris con­ 
ference last winter thuti to the offer 
made by Germany at the London con­ 
ference, which the allien summ arily 
rejected. 


YHie* 
Demanded 


The 
allies, 
under 
the 
decision 
reached in Paris in January, dem and­ 
ed that Germany pay 226,000,000,000 
gold marks, or approximately $36,- 
300,000.000. the payments to lie spread 
over a period of 42 years. 
Gernuluy's 
exports, in addition would bear un 
export duty of 12 per cent to go to 
the allies, for an identical period. In 
the German counter proposals sub­ 
mitted in London on March I, Dr. 
Walter Simons, the German foreign 
minister, offered what Hie allied ex­ 
perts estimated to am ount to approx­ 
imately $ 12,500,000,000, of which G er­ 
many claimed 
$5,000,000,000 had al­ 
ready been paid, leaving the actual 
German 
offer 
about 
$7,600,000,000. 
'Iliis offer was coupled with the con­ 
ditions that upper Silesia should re­ 
main German and that free com m er­ 
cial privileges throughout the world 
should he restored to Germany. 
Germany's counterproposals of rep­ 
arations, it was learned, refrain from 
proposing the assumption 
by 
Ger­ 
many Of tho allied debts to the United 
States.

EX-l’ltENlNESTI iii TENSIONS 


Interest in pensions for ex-presi­ 
dents bas been aroused again by tile 
introduction In the Senate and House 
of bills for that purpose. 
The matter 
had fallen into disregard of late years 
# because of the demonstrated capacity 
of ex-presidents to take care of them ­ 
selves financially. 
There is no quen- 
tion now of such capacity on the part 
of either Mr. T aft or 
Mr. 
Wilson. 
There is also recognition of the fact 
that old standards have changed, and 
n retiring president is not expected 


to withdraw entirely from active life 
and content him self with the role of 


“sage.” 


It is not, however, merely a q u es­ 
tion of earning a living or continuing 
active in public and private life. Ad­ 
vocates of the pension idea point out 
that any man who has held the high­ 
est office in Hie Toited States o ccu ­ 
pies thereafter a special position of 
dignity 
a id 
reapoiisibiity. 
He re­ 
mains a im hic character, and cannot 
escape 
from 
that 
character. 
His 
voice and exam ple carry wtdght iii 
m atters of pat Iona import. 
It is ar­ 
gued that 
the country shorn! make 
such provision for him that he will 
he neither com pelled nor tempted to 
undertake any kind of private em ploy­ 
ment which might interfere with his 
highest service to the country as a 
aem i-clluiul 
adviser in national 
af­ 
fa I rs. 


Ti.'n arc kinds of private activity, 
perfectly proper in them selves, which 
might t mccivabiy Interfere with that 
role. 
It Is urged, therefore, that the 
country could well afford to pay any 
exwpresident a good salary, under the 
guise of a pension, as a sort of re­ 
taining fv*. 


The only serious criticism of the 
present 
proposal seem s to bo 
that 


$ Ie,OOO a year is too little 
that the 
amount had better Im* 126,000. 
That 
is reasonable. 
It any pension is cou­ 
rt i rial af ail, it 
should be one on 
which an ex-president could live in 
a comfortable ami dignified way be 
fitting ilia position.
